Republican Wesponsibility for OfMiolal
Corrmption,

It would be of great servioe lo the political
education of the people, if they conld be made

| W understand two or three simple, conteal

ideas in the sclence of government. It is the
chlef function of governwent to proteot its
subjects against injustioe: first, against the
injustioe of other organized political sommuni.
Ues, or, in other words, sgainst foreign aggres-
sion; secondly, against the rapacity and bad
passions of members of the same community.
Of these latter, eriwes of frand require more
comitant vigilance than crimes of violence, as
there are thousands of rascals who will oheat
for every ruffian who would malm or murder.
The prevention of fraud, therefors, is the chisf
burden of the ordinary duties of government;
and as government is administered by human
beings of like passions with the reat, and
gieatgr opportunies for knavery, proteotion
AEAIngL ther rapneity s the prinoipal end of
political evertion. In a free government this
protection s attninable only throogh the
agency of parties, Politieal parties have an
adequate motive to wateh apd expose each
other, and it is only by such mutual arraign-
ments at the bar of public opinion that the
administration can be malutained {n that de-
gree of purity which buman affaira admit of
It is omly by holding the party in power
respougibla for the malfeasance of its members,
thut the community can be protected. j

Un this righteons prineiple, the Republivan
party is responsille for the enormous and
astounding corruption which pervades all de-
partments of administration, but which, at the
]-n-,_«-e:ut moment, is most consplononsly ex-
iibited in the collection of the internal reve-
nue. The Democratic party is obviously not
responsible, ginece none of its membdrs are in
oflicial positions, and it has no power to turn
out any corrupt officer, except by the dilatory
method of curryiug the elections.

It cannot with any justice be pleaded (n ex-
tenuation of Republican cnlpability that the
legislative and execntive departments do not
oo-operate.  The Republican party elected
botl, and are as responsible for the sonduct
of one as for that of the other. Moreover, the
nominations of the President go for nothing
till confirmed by the Henate, which makes the
Republivan Senate equally answerable with
the Republican President for incapable or cor-
rupt officers, Thst corruption exists on the
mioet gigantio caly is undeniable; the whisky
frauds that are every day coming to light shiat-
ting the mouths of all gainsayers. The Repub-
lican party'mnst bear the fall blame of all this
rottenmess, It i uo business of its oppouents

lve zhares to Uongress und the Exeontive. It
itis dsseated by one of the Republican orgavs
—the Trilune—that the Government is losing
two hundred million dollare a year by the
whisky frauds alone; aud what the (Govern-
ment thus loses is taken out of the pookets of
the people to swell the dishonsst gains of (he
distitlers and the revenue officers who connive
at their rascality. Au administration under
which such iujostice is perpotrated cannot be
#uved from poblic odinm by a veciprocation of
invectives bLetween the o resident and Con-
grega, These two branches of the Govern-
went are answerable jointly and severally,
aud the party which elssted them 8 respon-
pible as o unil, for a system which, instead of
protecting the peopls, 15 itsell the chisf engline
of their robdery and oppression,

It canmot Le denled that part of the blames
belongg to Congrese. We do pot complain
that the whisky tax is high; it ought to be
high, The tax on distilled spirits is a chief
source of revenus in other Governmends, and
there I8 o resson why it shonld not bein
ours, Dut when Copngress imposed so high a
tax as two dollars a gallon on whisky, it
shonld have strengthened, in every practi-
cable way, the machinery for its collection.
The cost of manufacturing whisky is not mors
than forty cents a gallon; two Jdollurs is there-
fure a tax of five hidred per cent. A duty of
thirty per cent. on imported goods is high
enough to encourage smugglers, sod it should
have been foreseen that a duty fifteen times
as high woull hold out a powerfal tempta-
tion to illicit distillation. We love to ba
ingenuous, and must concede that whils en-
giged In framing the revenue luws, Congresy

seemed not wholly uswindful of its duty. But |

it acted (to borrow ¢ dairvan’s gimile) like
& vow which gives a good puilful of wilk and
then lifts her foot and kivks it over, The
fanatical zealotry of Congress on the recon-
struction guestion impelled it to risk the pub-
lic revenue for the suke of spiting the lresi.
dent. By passing the Tenure of Offiva bill,
and taking from him the power of removal, it
showed hiow recklessly it was willing to jeo-
pard the revenus to gratify party passions.
We have indeed no evidence that mastters
wonld be any better if the President conld
promptly remove every officer in the revenne
service; the power signitles little where there
ig po disposition to n=e it.  But in the handy
of a vigorous und faithfl Exeoutive, the PowWer
of sumtnary diswissal wonld bey capital safe-
puard against frauds.  Instead  of waiting for
thelr rotusl perpetration, be conld in many
cases prevent them. Ther¢ may be han-
dreas of cages where doubls are entertained
of the fil‘-:n-:«‘._\f of officers 1(;3.1I;|:‘§ whom
there would be no suflicient grounds for legal
proveedings.  The power of removal at the
plesanre of the Kxeoutive moets all sneh oases,
in which an onuos of prevention i3 worth &
ponnd of cure; as well us all tha eases in which
the sluckuess of an judolent disposition In-
gpiver the effioluncy of the offlcar, but yel
alfosds Bo tangible ground for his removal on
eriminal charges or the evidenes of traus dred
facts,  Witki the high internal taxes imposed
by Congress there was o pso asity for increas-
ing, il possible, the fucilities for holding the
olvil oflicers of the tovarnment to a I_.rumpl
responsibility. ~The two parts of the Congres-
alonal system do not 1asteh each other. To
lay very high'taxes, and take awny the chisf
weans of enforeing thejr honest collection,
is not 5o much to estalilish a aystew of revanne
a8 to organize a gigautic machinery of frand.
This is what the Republioan ( pngress, im-
poelled by party motives, hiave dope: and the
party cannot escape responsibility.

Federal politics are very prominent in the
Ohio eampaign, but State politics are influene-
ing the result te a degree scarcely suspected
by the politicians of other States.

Hence, they am‘};ul down as deserters,
and are 8o denowinated by the Secretary of
War, who claims that he has no power to
restore them.

Another hardship is, that the amendment
disoriminates in favor of the rich againat the
poor. Thuing the last draft, many men who
were too poor to prooure substitutes secreted
themgelves to avoid the provost marshals,
Those who had money bought a substituts,
This amendment, then, in a few words, dis-
franchises about twenty-four thousand white
goldiers in order to allow about seven thonsand
nvgzrnas to vote. A number of prominent
radicals denounced it, and the Cincinnati Com-
mereial called on the radical State Conveution
to repudiate this bungling werk of the Legis-
lature, but they did not.

It is this amendment which has recently re-
celved the go-by at the hands of the Republi-
can Committee. It is conceded by the Repub-
licans that it will be defeated. If so, we
cannot understand why the party which
fathers it should not share its fute.

Another local issue in Ohio, very near akin
to a similar igsus in New York, is the Metro-
politan Police bill. The radicals of Ohio have
faithfully copied the New York policy —omit-
ting pone of its defects. The first "bill pre-
sented was one applying to Cleveland only.
The radieals feared that that city would be-
come Democratic.  They wanted the police in
their own hands; hence the law giving the

2, Concerning the issues raised in the two
platiorius on questions of State politics:—The
pivotal point 18 the proposed amendment to
the Btate Constitution, which i3 yet interlacad
with the general rudieal polioy of negro
enfirage. The Republican platform asserts
that *‘the radicalz place themsolves on the
broad platformn of jmpartial manhood gnf-
frage, a3 embodied in the proposed amend-
to the State Copstitntion.' This
amendment is familinrly known in Olijo as
the “Gizzard foot amendment.” It reads as
follows:—

such persons as inve borne aring in suppoct of
any insurrection or rebellion agalnst the Gov-
ernmoent of the Unlted States, or have Hed from
thelr plpees of rexldence to avold belng draried
into the mllliary service Lhereof, or have de-
serted the militnry or aaval service of snid Gowv-
ernment in thme of war, and have not sab-
scguently bven honorably diseharged from the
some, shill have Lue qualileat lons of an elector,
nod be eptitled to vole at all electlons.”

To vnderstand this amendment, it must be
obgerved that in the present Copatitution,
made by the Democracy in 1551, the word |
white qualifies the male citizen for suffrage,
Trae, by the decision of the Republican
Courts ine Ohio, and by the practice of the
dudges of Eleotion in Repablican looalities,
male vitizens vote who can swear that they
have more white than black in their blood.
In other words, mulatto or ocolored is white,
according to Repulidican theory and prauvtics,

Thia Wg-hellicd nmendment of the Constitu-
ticn flies in the face of the constitutional pro-
vigion (Articla 106, section 1) that ‘‘when
more than one awendment shall be sub-
mitted at the same thne, they shall ba so sab- |
mitted as to enable the eleotors to vole on |
each amendment separately.’”” Now this suf-
fruge amendmwent coutaing four distinet pro-

In this smendment it i3 proposed to extond
the elective franchise to the negroes, and at
the same time to take it away from three
classes of white persons, to wit, thoss who
left the Btate to avold being drafted into the
Federa! service; thoss who served in the Rebel
army; and those who dosorted the Foderal ser-
vive doring the war, The masuner in whioh
this resolution was passed is 8 snbjuct of
remark in Ohfo. It was first proposed in
Javonry, 1866, by the representative from
Loraine, su Intensely radical region, and by
the Senntor from Ashtabuls, only next to Lo-
raine in radicalism. As then propoied, ill
glwply extended the right to vote to the
pegioes. It was then postponed till the
adjourned session of 1847, becauss it was
feared, I passed in the winter of 1864, it
would affect the Cougressional elsotions of
that year. In the winter of 15€7 it vame up
again. When put on itq passage, it fuilad by
a deoidell vote, Many radioal members coming
from the ologely oontested counties of the State
voted egalust it with the Demaoorats. These
wembers olsimed that when they were ¢audi-
dates they had J.;ladged themselves Lo vote
against striking the word whits from the Con-
stitntion, The subjdot was reconsidered, | ow-
ever, and the feu! mwembers commenved

appointment of four police commissioners to
the Governor. The aot was amended last
winter, 5o as to include Columbus, Dayton,
and Toledo in its provisions—all Democratio
oities—while Cincinnati was excepted, be-
¢ause the Republicans have a majority there.
The people of Columbus did not ik it, and
applied for and obtained an injunction re-
ttraining these commissioners from acting
under the law. It is the meanest aod smallust
piece of political villany ever conceived by
Obio radicalism. The Cincinnati Commercial
denounced this bill as unworthy any respeota-
ble party of men. It is in glaring contraat
with the Democratie principles of local and
municvipal self-government.
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
